State officials have informed 
Andover that $304,291.16 can 
be expected from various 


sources, chiefly the income and 


corporation taxes. 
Of particular interest is an 
increase of an estimated $30,- 


200 in receipts from the income 
tax, as a result of the withhold- 
ing system. The total estimated 
from that source will be

$164,201.21, the state’s figures 
show. About $135,329.16 should 


also be received from corporation 
taxes. 

However, the income is by no 
means a net figure. 

The state and county expenses, 
which the town must share, are 
estimated at $146,926.21. Thus 
the net estimated receipts are 
$157,402.95. 

Whether this 
more, or less, 
pends on many factors throughout 
the year. The actual collection 
of the taxes must be 
plished before the money is pro- 
to the community. Thus 
the figures, as estimates, may 
be used by the assessors in 
figuring the tax rate, while final 
receipts may be slightly different 
than predicted.

Drive To

The modern drive to ‘get a 
diploma’’ has created a new and 
difficult problem for high schools, 
according to Headmaster Lindsay 
J. March. 

As many as 10-15 percent of 
the students in high school here 
are getting at least one half D’s 
and poor in effort, he told the 
School Committee. 

Mr. March indicated 
problem, national in scope, re- 
sults from the drive to obtain a 
diploma.

PENSION EXPERIENCE IN 
MASSACHUSETTS CITIES 


Although there is one contribu- 
law applicable in all 
cities in Massachusetts, there is 
a surprising diversity of ex- 
perience with respect to pensions 
in individual cities. This is 
brought out by an examination of 
the reported expenditures for pen-

cities, exclusive of Boston, during

extreme the expenditures for 
sions from tax money in the City 
of Woburn represented only 50 
cents per capita in 1956. At the 
other extreme the expenditures for 
pensions in New Bedford repre- 
sented $3.38 per capita while in 
Leominster the cost was $3.28 per 
capita, 

Jisabling accidents occur in- 
frequently and to a relatively 
small percent of the total working 
force whether it be in industry or 
in city government. Because of the 
relatively small number of cases 
involved, one would expect sub- 
stantial variation between cities 
in the incidence of accidental 
disability and accidental death 
allowances under the retirement 
system. Moreover, because such 
allowances are substantially more 
liberal than the average superan- 
nuation allowance, there is reason 
to expect pronounced variations 
from place to place in the per- 
centage of total pension payments 
when that total is allocated be- 
tween superannuation and dis- 
ability pensions.
